Article  1  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote 
a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  a  Town 
Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  one 
Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  Trust 
Funds  for  three  years,  three  Highway  Agents,  two 
Auditors,  one  Town  Agent,  Chief  of  Police,  Surveyors 
of  Lumber,  Fence  Viewers.  Measurers  of  Wood  and 
Bark,  Weighers  of  Hay  and  Straw,  Cemetery  Agents, 
and  other  ofiicers  as  the  town  may  judge  necessary 
to  be  chosen. 

Article  2.  To  see  what  compensation  will  be  paid 
tow^n  officers,  and  what  limitation  of  time  the  Tax  Col- 
lector may  ha\'e  to  settle  with  said  town. 

Article  3.  To  see  it  the  town  will  raise  such  sum*' 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  town's 
expenses,  including  all  departments. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  one  one-hundredth  of 
one  per  cent.  (1-100  of  l^f )  of  the  assessed  valuation, 
based  on  the  assessment  of  1943  for  the  purpose  of  pub- 
licizing and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  re- 
sources of  the  Town,  together  with  the  other  Towns 
in  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee   Region. 

Art.  6.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
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appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  dollars  ($500)  to 
be  held  in  trust  for  sewer  work  after  the  War  or  take 
any  action  thereto. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  heads  of  all  departments  to  make  an  itemized  report 
of   all   expenditures   connected   with    their   departments. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars, 
($100)  for  the  provision  of  a  dumping  ground. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the 
Treasurer  of  Trust  funds  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
($25)  per  year  for  his  services,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
this  amount,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  only 
one  Road  Agent  for  the  whole  Town,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  March  1945. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set  aside 
from  cash  on  hand  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  dollars, 
($2000)  to  be  held  in  trust  for  Town  road  aid  work 
after  the  War,  to  which  sum  under  present  laws  the 
state  would  add  the  sum  of  Eight  Thousand  dollars, 
i^$8000)  (or  a  ratio  of  four  to  one)  or  take  any  action 
thereto. 

Art.  12.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal 
voters,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  plow  the  snow  from  the  side- 
walks at  Canaan  Village,  and  also  to  remove  snow  from 
in  front  of  the  business  places,  or  take  any  action 
thereto. 

Art.  13.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more 
legal  voters,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  lease  the  top  floor  of  the  Town  build- 
ing, with  the  exception  of  the  Selectmen's  room,  to  E. 
Everett  Smith  of  Canaan,  at  a  nominal  rent  per  year, 
on  condition  that  he  finish  the  floor,  the  walls,  the  ceil- 
ing, the  heating,  the  lighting  and  the  plumbing  at  his 
own  expense. 


Art.  14  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees  or  Officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any 
\  ote  relating  thereto,  and  to  transact  any  other  business 
that  may  come  before  the  meeting.

The  Legislature  of  1937  authorized  the  establish- 
ment of  six  Regions,  each  comprising  a  group  of  towns 
suggested  by  the  State  Planning  &  Development  Com- 
mission. The  Dartmouth-Iyake  Sunapee  Region  comprises 
this  town  and  37  others  in  this  section  of  the  state.  The 
Region  is  incorporated  as  a  non-profit  corporation  and  its 
affairs  are  supervised  by  a  group  of  officers  chosen  annu- 
ally. The  Region  employs  a  full  time  secretary  who  is 
paid  by  the  .state  (not  by  the  towns).  Thus  j'^our  Region 
is  a  set-up  established  by  law  and  the  matter  of  whether 
or  not  it  has  sufficient  financial  support  to  render  real 
service  to  your  community  rests  with  the  voters  of  the 
towns.  During  its  existence  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Suna- 
pee Region  can  point  to  the  following  accomplishments. 
Through  the  publicit)'  it  has  issued  it  has  brought  vis- 
itors to  every  town.  Some  have  established  summer 
homes  and  others  have  become  permanent  residents.  It 
has  been  instrumental  in  bringing  industries  to  several 
towns.  It  has  inaugurated  plans  that  have  saved  his- 
toric landmarks.  It  has  sponsored  paying  summer  at- 
tractions. It  has  been  active  in  bringing  about  a  survey 
of  our  mineral  resources  that  has  resulted  in  revenue  to 
many  towns  and  has  conducted  studies  of  new  agricul- 
tural products. 

By  an  appropriation  not  exceeding  I- 100  of  1%  of 
the  asse.ssed  valuation  the  Region  now  asks  the  support 
of  your  town  in  continuing  the  program  that  has  brought 
about  the  aforementioned  result  and  to  institute  the  fol- 
lowing three  projects  which  if  carried  through  must  re- 
sult in  added  income  to  each  of  the  38  towns  of  the  Re- 
gion. (1)  A  research  of  the  possibilities  of  establishing 
industries  that  will  use  as  raw  materials,  minerals  with- 
in our  area  and  make  a  study  of  the  feasibility  of  the 
production,  processing  and  sale  of  several  agricultural 
products  that  in  the  past  have  received  but  little  atten- 
tion.    (2)  To  cooperate  with  each  of  the   towns   in   pre- 
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paring  descriptive  pamphlets  showing  the  attractions, 
natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the  community  with 
the  idea  of  eventually  incorporating  such  material  into  a 
book  descriptive  of  the  whole  Region.  (3)  To  establish 
a  system  of  Recreation  Trails  following  back  highways 
and  little  used  roads  leading  to  scenic  areas  and  desir- 
able locations  in  each  of  the  38  towns  in  the  Region.  As 
it  is  not  deemed  proper  to  devote  more  space  in  your 
Town  Report  to  this  subject,  details  have  been  omitted; 
however,  letters  of  inquiry  regarding  any  matter  here 
mentioned  will  be  welcome  and  given  careful  reply.
